At one tire I became covered all over with swelling or bumps of some sort. I ves left 
in the hospital for a weex, but the doctors did not know what caused it en sent me home 
because nothing coulc be done. However, ny mother, by experimentation, Giscovered that 
it was due to en allergy to eggs. When I ate agzs I would swell up. (I no longer heve 
yss allergy; eggs don't bother me eny zore.) 

I have several very eariy mezories, but I don't know which is the esrliest, F 
suppose they are all ‘fron ebout the tize I was 3 years old.

I think it was in Second Grede that I got an "S" in Arithcetic, 
indicating "superior". This was a merk not ordinarily given in the granar schools, but 
they gave it to ze anywey, because I did co well. But in the 3rd grace (and every year 

us tc 8th grece) I alweys had grect difficulty with arithcetic, being slow and maxing rany 
ristuxes. I waa a very fest reader (I don't mean I read fast particularly, but I leermed 
to reed quiceély), generally the best in the class. I was resentfully, envious of the 3 
other good stucents, although I was convinced that I was basically suarter than they. 

I was zlways rebellious toward parental control (although my parents were quite

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I wes besically very good; I nevar lied or stole or anything of thet sort. Hy parents 

had encoctrinated me so thoroughly with such basic morsl precents that I adnered to ther 
very strictly. Hy perents, though of Catholic becxgrounds, are atheists, and, fortunately, 
never taught me to believe in God. 

I was alweys aceacexically oni scientifically inclined. My enthusiasms for ‘veriocus 
branches of science ran in this order: Paleontclogy, Astronoay, Nuclear Physics, Anthrepolos | 
(physical pactipnscian nainly, waich I un still interested in), nnd finally, anc apparently 
for gocd, Mathematics. 


When I was about 10, we moved to Evergreen Perk, a middle class suburb of Chicezo, 


where most people make rore money than ny fether, but few ure weelthy. I entered 5th 
grade in the school there. After heving taken an achievetent test in reading, I caze to 
Mhe attentic:: of the guidince councillor, who geve me on I.G. test which involved several 
sessions of testing, usually alone, sonetines with & couple of other boys, I think ny 


score was sonething like 170, The next yeor I skipned sixth grade and went directly into 


seventh. I was, during the seventh grade, subject to a good desl of verbal abuse and 
teasing fron the other boys, who I suppose were jealous. However I did make a couple of 
good friends azong the better students, and in subsequent yexrs teasing dronzed off a lot. 

In 8th grade I gradually edged up my arithcetic grades until finally, in the lest 
gracing period, I got an â=. 

I first nusturbated at ebout 8 or 3, & little before we roveåà to Evergreen Pk. No 
one taught ce, rather I discovered it myself. I did occasionally engage in masturbeting 
and "stripping" with other boys (in Evergreen Park). This wes an almost universal, or at 
least a very common practice, in my community, et least, though I don't know whether it is 

posiersily er not. But it was generally not doze after the age of 14 or 15 cr thereebouts. 

In higa school, I still hac trouble with meth. Although I got A in all my other 


subjects, I could not get zore than a B for a final grace in mathenctics, for my first 
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yesr end a half, My counciliors and parents srid it was probably becsuze it was tos 
essy exd I was bored with it, It is true thit it bored ne, end thet I wcerstocc the 
principles essily, my cifficulty betag due to si aiya stckes, but I think the difficulty 
wes more due te lecx of mental discipline chen to boredo-. In the last 3rd of my sophozore 
year, they put me in a trigonometry clase, although I hed = isased the first part of the 
course and sophomores were not generully eduitted. This was the first course in which 
matheraties became interesting to me. It was hard and force ne to discipline zy ind 
(waich waz used to getting A's with very little work) to a certain extent. I barely 
zot an A in the course. The next yexr I took “advanced methe-sties™ which wes a smcttering 
cf ell zorts of tata, but mainly calculus, I now found sata much more interesting, tut 
was only -bie to get an A with great difficulty. At the beginning of the yeer I ned still 
4ntended to go iuto physics, but by the end of that course I was rore inclined to mathematic 
At tne suggestion of ny cowicillors, I toos a course in sumer school, and en extra 
eoures in zy third year, sc that I wes eble to get through high school in thrée yesrs. 
In higa school I had, I thins, a measure of respect from perhaps half the stuients, 
T xaew, waile the others teaded to treat ne with a certcin dezres of contempt, for being 
one cf the "bratas” in the Beagetz

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counsellors had told me that I was & genius, but I found that if that were so, then there 
nust be a great rany genius! about. I ceme here sure of getting all A's ard B's, and 
mostly A's. But I ended up my Freshmen yeer (lest yesr) with only a Ct, a Be, and two 
A's, end that took quite a tlt of effort. The grades wer: not bad, but I find that I an 
only better-then-everage among Harvard students, except perhaps in mathenetics courses, 
where I hsve, up to this point, gotten all A's without a very greet effort. Math courses | 
ere definitely my essiest courses at Harvard, wnich is directly opposite to the situation ir 
high school una grammar school. Math continually interests me sore and nore. 

My relationship with my parents used to be generslly affectionate, but the last few 
years it hus detericrated considerebly so that now we are on bed terms as often as good. 
T get fed up with their idiosyncrasies sonetines and I guess they get fed up with mine, 


end ergurents develop. Up to quite recently however, I was very dependent on then in that

while I resent this because I consider myself in every way their intellectual suverior.
